Dame Genevieve Ward the famous 
actress, died at ber homo, Avenue- 
road, St. John’s Wood, N. W.,'at6.15 
in mail week. She was 85. 

Only very recently bad old ogo 
begun to tell on Damo Ward's 
am’ zing vitality. 

Two years ogo ehe appeared in 
“Coriolanus” at the ‘Old Vie,” 


Waterloo-road, 9.E., and moved a:

“A few days ago she becamo very ill, 
For three nights her devoted women 
servanta remained up with hor aad 
they massaged her throughout Thurs- 
doy night. Early yesterday morning 
she asked for the doctor to be sent 
for. .

This request was attended to, says 
the Evening Standard, ‘and ia the most 
matter of-tact way the patient die- 
cussed various matters, She asked if 
acheque that sho had orderad to be 
sent otf had been despatched, and she 
aleo requested that ‘ Good-bye” 
should be said on Ler behalf to cer- 
tain people whose names she mention- 


Then, while waiting for the atrival 


of the doctor, she asked that her’ 


knitting might: be brought to her, for 
up to tue last she was extremely fond 
ot both knitting and sewing. Before 
the knitting was brought, however, 
sho changed her mind. When the 
doctor arrived, a few minutes alter he 
had been summoned, his patient 
asked to-be given asedative. She 
drank this and died quite peacefully 
a few moments later.

She ccntinued daily to drive in her 
brougham until some weeks ago when 
she was confired to bed.

Her 
eatly education was received i Paris 
and at the ago of fourteen she began 
to stady singing in Italy. In 1855 
ahe married, in: Paris, Count Con- 
stap‘ine de Gnerbel, a Russian noble- 
man, The marriage did not turn 
jout haprily. The court, in order to 
matry. a. rich woman, left ber and 
wont to Russia before the civil’ con- 
tract had been completed by o 
religions rite. But with indomitable 
ouergy Genevieve Ward, accompanied 
by her muother, proceoied to Ruseia, 
obtained an audience of the Czar, and 
ao worked on his ferlings that he 
issued n ukase compelling the count 
to validato the marriage with all 
religious and legal forme, At the 
door of the church the countess lott 
hu-baud nad never saw him again.

of that yeor abe lost ber singing voice 
throngh an attack of diphtheria in 
Cuba and for the next ten years 
taug!t singing in NewYork, Bhe 
then determined to ga on the stage 
and made lier triumphant debut io 
1873 at Manchester in the part of 
Lady Macbeth. By thie time she had 

igiven up her operatic name and was 
henceforwa'd to be known o8 Gene- 
vieve Ward. :

Miess Ward’s repertory was 
enormous,-but her most famous part 
was that of of Stephenie Mohrivart i:

Tna Attorney-Genoral moved the 
the first reading of the bill to amend 
the Stamp Ordinance, 1921, the 
objects and raaons cf which stated:— 

Th+ anenlments proposed to be 
mace by this bill would probably not 
hav :juatifiedimmediate legislation but 
for the {act that a revited edition of the 
Oridinancas ia in couras of preparation 
and that it is desirable that theas 
amendm ‘nts should ba maie in time 
for inclusion in the tovised editivn. 


Jog neral, itia a criminal offence 
not to stamp any iastrument incladed 
in the schedule in the Stamp Ordin- 
anc, There are four axceptions to 
this rule. agreementa generally, agree- 
ments of service with 8 corporation, 
attested copies, and duplicates, Ia 
these four'cases, the only important 
class of which is that of agreements, 
it is no offence not to stamp, but an 
anttamped document may not be re- 
ceived in evidence. Beotion 16 of the 
principal Ordinance, which at present 
contains the only power tostamp an 
instrament out of time, is so strictly 
worded thatexceptional circumatances 
are generally necessary be‘ore stamp- 
ing can. bs allowed. It is thought 
that this would be fikely tocause con- 
siderabls hardship in the’ cass of 
agteementa, “Agreements are very 
frequently entered into by persone 
who havo oo legal training or advice, 
and who probably never think. of ihe 
qaestion of stamping at all, -Jf a dis- 
pute ariecs and litigation ensues the 
party relying on the agreement may 
find himself‘wholly unable to enforce 
hia rights, solely because the agrec- 
ment was not stamped within eeven 
days of execution, The other party 
to the contract is thus sometimes 
provided with a not very praiseworthy 
defence to 5 claim otherwise perfectly 
good. Thoereason for this strictuess 
in the principal Ordinanooin the case 
of agreements was tha’ it was hoped 
that ‘he public generally would bo 
induced to atamp all agreements, bat 
it is now thought that sporadio cases 
of individual hardzhip would probably 
never teach the community at. large, 
so that the only justificition for 
inflicting hardship in individual cise9

FIRE ENGINES CLINE NEW ROAD. 
“ Bangout,” No, 72. Mount Kellet 
‘ Road, The Peak, tho residence of Mr. 


-W. Sinclair, cf Messrs, Reiss and Com- |- 


pany, war completely gutted by fire 
yesterday afternoon, Only t'e con- 
taining walls remain of What was a 
fino building overlooking, Aberdeen. 
Damage, according to the police report 
of the fire, was dove to tho extent of 
$50 000, and the house was covered 
by insurance by the New Fenland 
Firo Insurance Company forh {that 
amount, 

How the fire orizivated is not 
known, although there is on inclin- 
ation to the belief that it waa caused 
by the fusing ofelectric wires in tho 
ceiling. . Tha flamos spread with 
great rapidity, and by the limo the 
Fire Brigade arrived, the building was 
a mase of flames, and although many 
atreams of water were immy diately 
played on the building, the lames had 
taken such o strong hold that it was 
impossible to save the building, and 
the fire-fighters were compelled to 
atand by practically helpless untit the 
‘fire tal burnod ilscif out 
Fortunately the boilding wae 4 
detached one situated at the extreme 
end of a number of residences on 
Mount Kellet; thus there was little 
chance-of the blaze spreading to other 
houses. 

T. « Central Wire Briga*e received 
theca") al 4.45, and two engines were 
immediatily.deapatched by wa7 of the 
new road, The climb up the heights 
was a eevere test for the heavy veb- 
icler, and sever! times the engincs all 
but etopped at eteep' gradients Thia 
had the effect of somewhat delaying 
the arrival of the engines, and when 
they got to within some 300 yords 
of the scene, nbout half an hour late, 
{he building was alrendy enveloped 
in fumes, despite the etrenuoua efforts 
of the police with appliances stored 
on the summit. c 

On arrival, the Fire Brigade vn- 
cnuntercd ‘ifficulties which rendered 
the engines —-ussless-—to cope 
with tha outbreak, - Between 
the building and the new road, ie a 
valley about 200 yards wide aud 409 
feet deep, which prevented the ongices 


fom getting nearer, The distance 
was foo far to pump woter with any 
appreciable pressure. to the building,, 
All the work had to be doue with tha] 
derpatch boxes and hoses frem the 
hydrants, A fairly good pressure waa 
go’ from these, but rot eufticient to 
copa with such a big conflagration. 
The task was hopeless from the 
beginning. The fire moderated by 
about 5 p.m.. and soon alterwar‘la it 
waa gat under control, and by 5.20 
pon,, the worat was over. 

Inquiries made this morning show 
that the effects saved fram the blaze 
were practically orgligible, Mr. 
Sinclair Joet all bis curios and objets 
@art uf which ke had a very: voruable 
ooll.ction, The bouse itsell wos

SHIPPING BOARD'S TROUBLE 
TO SELL, 

lt is rather curious to notice, 
observes the Journal of Commerce 
that about the only tonnage which 
the United States Shipping Boord 
finda itself able. to dispose of with

NAPOLECN ON HIMSELF, 


ASSUMED GAIETY AFTER 
MOSCOW, 


— 


In the firat volume of Count Mole’s 
Memoirs, just published in Paris by 
the Marquis de Nonilles under the 
title of * Le Comt. M.1¢” (Champion, 
10s, Gd.), there are many interesting 
and touching ancototes of tho great 
Napoleon, Molé was one of hie 
Ministers, picked out by bim at the 
age of 25, and wasa dev ted adherent 
and acounsellor to whom he often 
.opened his mind, 

This wos Molé’s impression ol 
Napoleon after hie first interview: 
 Napoleon’s figure seen 6o closely as 
I eaw it was far mora imposing than 
I bad ever imagined. His head was 
magtificent and like none that I had 
seen befare. 1 recognised in bis 
features all ths qualitica which raise 
men above their kind and give them 
the power of dominating, Lut none ol 
the virtues which make them loved ot 
esteemed ia the conditions of daily 
life.” . 

Tle once heard Napuleon disputing 
with a group of French scientists the 
veracity of Genesis : 

“The Emperor recalled with mar- 
vellous precision the’ smallest tock 
and the slightest hullow in tha valley 
whero was the rock of Hebron, trom 
which Moses made water flow for the 
Taraclites by atrikiug it wit. his stuf. 
"Just remember,” he said ‘that I 
went over this valley with Ginesis in 
my bands, and that J was astonished 
to observe the perfect- exactitude. of 
the Hebrow Scriptures.” 

In 1812, during bis disastrous 
Russian campa‘gn, those about him 
noticed that his physical condition 
was ro longer good and that be be 
trayed depression at times, Ho told 
Mole: 

“AM A RINDLY MAN.” 

“Tn that terrible retreat the King 
of Naples [Murat] was plangod into 
the depths of dejection. He never 
wrote to his children without watting 
hia paper with huge tears His impres- 
sions were so much atronger tian bis 
character that instead of duminating 
them, he was 6iled with consteraation, 
I needed all my own Song acquired 
habit of sclf control not myself to 
show emotion. On the evo of tho 
retreat I was the conqueror of ths 
world, commanding the largest ond 
most magnificent army in modern 
times, In it Tlost everything, Yet 
L believe I showed on nofailiog enlm 
and gaiety. Don’t suppose, however, 
that I have not os tender a leort ae 
any man, Tama kindly man. But 
from youth up [ have discipliu d my- 
self so that this chord in my mind 
emits no round.” 

Napoleon himzelf felt the burden of 
yes. Tn 1813, when be was 44, 
Mule says of him: 

“While walking to and fro and 
talking to me, he showed signs of 
fatigue. Ho'stopped end leant ogainst 
the billiards table; rolled the billiards

Lying sleepless night after night, 
Captain Ralph Lester, aged thirty- 
seven, of the Indien Army, living at 
Braden, Northants, dreamt that the 
morrow would bring him the work he 
ao ardently desired to keep up his 
end among his fellow-nien.

Ho visited London, and with o 
Service revolver shot himself dead ia 
tho Mall: 


Insomnia, <eepair, a drend of 


crowds and the fecling that he was, 


not wanted in tho great army of the 
world’s workers were the causes which 
prompted Ralph Lester, captain in the 
Indian Army Rezerve of Officers, to 
alip out of life by means of a revolver 
builat. 

Behind this tragedy lics o haunting 
pathetic story of aman who did bis 
bit nobly in tha Great War, and later 
vainly searched day after day for em- 
ployment. 

Wo lived at Braden, Nortbampton- 
shire, Formerly he was a rubber 
planter in Ceylon. So far as can be 
ascertained there was no Jove tangle 
in his life, only the soul-blighting des- 
pair which cames as the regalt of day 
alter day’of being “turned down.” 

As. rebuff followed rebuff, the 
thonght no doubt came to his mind 
that in the country’s hour of necd ke 
bad done hia bit ond now the country 
had no need of him. 

He served in the Army from 1914 
in India and Aden, A b:ave soldier, 
ho nevertheless possessed some curious 
characteristics. For example, he sul- 
fered {rom the etrange complaint 
known as agoraphobia, which means 
a dread of crowds, He who had seen 
so much of life's rueh had now re- 
ached s stage when to him 8 con:

" REMARKABLE LETTERS.

A’ NEW STAR WHICH DWARFS 
THE SUN.

A now ater has been discovered and 
it has taken ten thousand years for 
the light of this star to reach the 
‘earth. It ie called the Plaskett, after 
Mr. Ploskett, B.C., who made the 
discovery. : 

The Plaskett is 52,660 millions of 

miles from the earth, end an aeroplane 
travelling at 200 milea an hour would 
take 30,000 million years to reach this 
star, ; 
. In its distanco from the earth lies 
our safety, because, being more than 
five times larger thanany other known 
heavenly body and 160 times more 
massive than the sun, the light it 
emita and the heat it generates would 
instantly shrivel theearth into ashes 
if it were in the position occupied by 
Mara, 

The Plaskett belongs to that class 
of star known as the early type—e 
double star each revolving round a 
common centre of gravity. Its im- 
mense size may bo gathered from the 
fect that these twin bodies take over 
fourteen days to revolve round each 
other ata distance of seventy million 
miles apart, Their density is believed 
to be one hundredth of that of water. 
Scientists ate unable tosay when these 
vast bodies of vapour camo into 
existence, : 

“The Plaskett star,” said an og- 
tronomer to a Daily Express repte- 
sentative, “most have twinkled like o 
diamond in the sky aeons aud seons 
before man’s first ancestor walked 
this earth, 

“Ta compariaon with euch a period 
of existence, man’s allotted epan of 
threw ecore years ond ten passes 
quicker than a flash of lightning.” 

Dr. Plaskatt’s discovery opens up 
now conceptions of time and space, 
and shows that the depths of the 
heavens still hold undiscovered won-
